Of Sir T bomas Longuevillc, Son aud Heir of Sir Edward L ongueville Baronet , deceaſed, and 


Dame Mam his Wife, the Widow of Sir Andrew Young, deceaſed, and one of the 
Daughters and Co-heirs of Sir William Fenwick Knight ; both whoſe Eſtates were ſold by the late Uſurped 
Powers, for their Loyalty and Adherance to his late MAJESTY, of Blefſed Memory ; and they baniſhed 
the KINGDO ME. | 


N Michaelmas Term 1659. Upon a Treaty kad between the ſaid Sir Edward and Dame Margaret his Wife, Concerning a Marriage to be had between their 
ſaid Son, and the ſaid Lady Toung: and in confideration of 70001. portion to be payd, or ſecured by the ſaid Lady Toung. It was agreed, that in caſe the 
ſayd Marriage took effect, that ſo much of the Mannor of Welvertox in the County of Backs, as amounted to 1600 J. per annum ſhould be ſettled upon their 
ſayd Son and Lady; for preſent maintenance; and likewiſe x200/. thereof upon the ſayd Lady for Joynture: and after ſeveral other Limitations aud 
Remainders, that the ſayd Mannor of Wolverton, and the Mannor of Billing in the County of Northampton, ſhould be ſetled on the ſayd Sir Thomas, and his 


Heirs Males in Tail, with ſeveral other Remainders in Tail. 


That the ſayd Agreement was reduced into writing and Deeds of ſettlement thereupon accordingly drawn and ingroſſed, and approved of by the ſayd Sir Ed- 
ward, and Dame Margaret, and promiſed by them to be ſealed and executed. But before the ſame were done, the laid Sir Edward and his Lady finding that their 
ſayd don had gained an Intereſt in the ſayd Ladies Affection; preſſed aud urged their ſaid Son to a preſent Marriage with the ſayd Lady Yonng, : not ſuſpecting 
but that they would have pertomerd the ſayd Agreement, and Sealed and executed the ſayd Settlements, She accordingly did inter-marry with their ſayd Son. 


That ſhortly after the ſaid Lady Toung, preſſing by her ſelf and Friends, for a perfecting of the ſayd Agreement and Settlements , the ſayd Sir Edward, who at 
the ti me of the ſayd Treaty and long before, was a very ſickly and infirm perſon of body, and ſeldeme medled with any of his Affairs, but left and committed the 
ſole care aud management chereot to the ſayd Dame Margarer his wife, to whom he gave authority to act and do therein as fully as himſelf : Being preſſed by the 
Inſtigation of the ſayd Dame Margaret his wife, and they both knowing of the ſayd Marriage, did refuſe to perform the ſaid Agreement, or execute the ſayd Setlte- 
ments, although ic was offered on the ſaid Lady Toungs behalf, that there ſnonld be 700 J. raiſed and payd out of her Eſtate to the ſayd Sir Edxard and his ſayd 


wife, according tothe ſayd Agreement. 


That at the time of the laid Treaty and A reement, a particular of the ſaid debts was given in, and the Eſtate of the ſaid Sir Edward was affirmed to be onely 
lyable to 75001. Incumbrance and no more, for which, or the greateſt part, their ſaid Son was obliged with his ſaid Father, (which the ſaid Lady Toungs 7000 l. 
was to diſcharge and free their ſaid Son and the Eſtate.) But after the ſaid Marriage it appeared the ſaid Mannor and Premiſſes, ſo agreed to be ſetled, were many 
years before mortgaged ; upon which there was 70001. and upwards demanded, with other Mortgages, Judgements, and Securities, to the value of about 120co |. 

principall debt and intereſt, not given in the ſaid particular: befides a Bond of 4000 l. demanded from Sir Thema , to be privately given to the ſaid Dame Mar- 
. «qret tor her own uſe. | 

That Sir Edward died about Auguſt 1661. without performing the ſaid Agreement, and not lorg before his death, in ſuch his ſaid ſickneſs and weakneſs, at the 
Importunity of the ſaid Dame Margaret, and by her Coutrivance to fruſtrate the periormance ot the ſaid Marriage Agreement, and to get all the Eſtate to be at 
her diſpoſition, bath made 4 Leaſe of the ſaid Mannors (being all the Eftate ſhe hath left unſold) to the Right Honourable Edward Marqueſſe of Worceſter, Edward 
Gray Eſquire, and vir Thomas Thyaxe Knight for 99. years, for the uſe of the ſaid Dame Margaret for her life, or to ſuch uſe for the ſaid term; either for rayſing 
portions for the younger Children, or for payment of the debts of the ſaid Sir Edward, or to ſuc! e the ſaid Children or Grand-children, as ſhe the ſaid Dame 
* " EP Four) And tbe ſaid Dame Margaret ſince Sir Edwards death, hails expretied and declared that the ſaid Sir Thomas ſhall not have a foot thereof 
for the term of the Leaſe. 


That ſince the death of the ſaid Sir Edward, the iaid Sir Thow:as his Son, in his own ripht, as next Heir to his Father,and in right of the ſaid Marriage Agreement, 
and with intention to pay the debts of his ſaid Father, and ſo diſcharge his own engagements for the ſame,and rayſing of portions for the younger Children , hath 
peaceably entred into, and is inthe poſſeſſion of the ſaid Mannors of Welverton and Billing. 


That the ſaid Collonel Gray by colour of the ſaid Leaſe, and trnſt for the ſaid Dame Margaret ( though the ſaid Leaſe being ſubſequent to the ſaid Marriage 
Agreement, and the ſaid Dame Margaret a party thereto, the ſame oughr in equity and] ultice as againſt the ſaid Agreement to be ſet alide ) doth not onely refuſe 
to joyn in perfeRing the ſaid marriage 7 and to ſuffer the ſame to be enjoyed accordingly; but hath demanded the Poſſeſſion theteof. And the ſaid Col- 
lonell Gray as a Member of Parliament (though he be but a Truſtee in the ſaid Leaſe, and can claime nothing to his own uſe, nor ever was in poſeſſion theteof or any 
from or under him: yet doth inſiſt upon his priviledge, and hath moved the Houſe and obteined an Order for the Serjeant at Arms to fetch up the ſaid Sir Thomas 
Lougue ville and his Lady, and their whole family, and ſeveral others not coucerned in the poſſeſſion, to the houſeof PARLIAME NT. 


That the ſaid Lady Margaret CLongueville having received all the Rents due at and ſince the Death of the ſaid Sir Edward, and all the Perſorall Eſtate, bath conver- 
ted the ſame to her own ule, and hath not paied therewith any part of he debtsnor hath the ſaid Sir Thomas or his Lady had one farthing allowance, either from the 
ſaid Sir Edward or Dame Margaret, towards the perlent maintanenance ef them and their Child or Children, ſince the ſaid Marriage: But the ſayd Dame Mar garet 
notwithſtanding the ſaid Sir Thomas never committed any undutiful AR either to his ſaid father or her, endeavoureth to ran aw ay wich the whole Etare, being about 
2000 J. per annum. And to avoid a Marriage Agreement and ſettlement thereupon, agreed and intended for the continuance of Lands in che Name and Family, and 
10 leave onely the Title of Baronet without a foot of Land therewith ; beſides neer $000 i. for which Sir Thomas by Judgement and other ſecurities is bound with for 
his Father, and not the leaſt ſecurity out ofthe Eſtate to indemnifie him. ket RED | NY *
